A Shore Bird W hich Goes Two Thousand 
M iles Over an Ocean. 
The distance which birds travel Is 
marvelous, the naturalists say, and lay­ 
men are inclined to believe them. W. 
Herbert Purvis writes to the London 
Field that every spring great numbers 
of golden and ringed plover arrive in 
the Hawaiian Islands, and leave the 
first week of May. The nearest points 
of the American coast to which they go 
are in Southern California and the 
Alaska peninsula respectively, about 
2,000 geographical miles, and there is 
no intervening land. 
It may be that 
the birds drop into the water to rest 
occasionally, as ducks do, during such 
long flights, but it is not probable. 
This is the longest regular flight known 
of shore birds over water, but it is 
known pretty certainly that some sea 
birds fly as a regular tiling much 
further than this during their migra­ 
tions. 
The brant geese, for instance, 
are said to nest in Siberia, and to fly 
north over the Arctic Ocean and south 
again to Cape Hatteras, or thereabouts 
and beyond, every year.

to the mint silver shall be coiaed 
into dollars at the expense of the 
United States government 
without 
coat to the owner. 
By the unlimited 
coinage of silver is meant that all ti e 
silver, American or foreign, brought 
to any of our mints shall be so coined 
at the owners demand. 
This is what 
is meant by the free 
and unlimited 
c alnage. 
“ When the ratio of IG to I was es­ 
tablished by the government, sixtes n 
ounces of silver bullion were worth in 
the market just as much as one ounce 
of gold bullion. 
A silver dollar and a 
gold dollar were then worth precise y 
the same, before they were coined, 
when they were coined, or after they 
were melted; the face value of a sil 
ver dollar was Its actual value. 
But 
of late years pure silver has declined 
in value, so that now th 3 commercial 
ratio, instead of being IG to I, is about 
31 to I. 
That is to say, an ounce of 
gold bullion is exchangeable for thirty- 
one ounces of silver bullion, instead of 
being exchangeable for only sixteen 
ounces of silver bullion, as it formerly 
was. 
Silver bullion is thus wort1- in 
gold only about half as much as it was 
when the coinage ratio was made IG 
to I. 
A silver dollar with the stamp of 
the government upon it passes for 
more than it i6 worth, just as piper 
dollar passes for 
more than 
the 
paper upon which it is printed is 
worth. 
The credit of the government 
is behind the paper dollar, and the 
credit of the government is behind the 
silver dollar. 
The 
United 
States 
Government lends its credit to every 
man with a silver dollar in his pocket, 
so that he can pay IOO cents of debt 
with 53 cents worth of silver. 
But 
the credit of the government is not 
behind the uncoined silver, in the 
form of bullion, therefore the bullion 
is exchangeable for other commodite s 
only ta toe ara mat of its actual or in­ 
trinsic value. 
“ The free aud unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of IG to I means, 
therefore, that the government of the 
United States, instead of pledging its 
credit for the maintenance of a lim­ 
ited amount of silver, now worth only 
31 to I, at a parity with gold, would 
have to do so for an unlimited amount 
at a ratio of IG to I. 
By this the Uni­ 
ted States would undertake to double 
the value of every ounce of silver 
coined or uncoined in the world, and 
extend an invitation to all the nations
